FIFTY-THREE BREAD TAXES! 
It has recently been stated th at the cost of a 
loaf of bread includes 53 tax es levied on it and 
its m aterials between the time the seed of grain 
is planted an d the finished loaf is delivered to 
y our door. 


A half-dozen or so of those tax es come readily 
to mind. 
The miller who makes the flour pay s 
tax es, as does the farm er who raises the wheat. 
If it is tran sported by a heavily -tax ed commer­ 
cial carrier an other tax m ust be added. 
The 
baker who bakes it and the store which sells it 
are likewise the recipients of frequent calls from 
the tax -collector. 


So it goes with all food products, from lettuce 
to cavier. 
And, if some have their way , new 
tax es will be added to further increase the retail 
cost of foods, through special class tax es against 
certain ty pes of food m erchandisers. 
W hat we need today is not a movement to in ­ 
crease food prices, but one to lower them. The 
cost of living is a difficult an d growing problem 
in millions of households. 
Additional 
food 
jumps in food costs will work a great hardship 
on a large part of our people. 
Food costs can be lowered, or at least kept from 
rising any faster than is absolutely necessary , by 
two methods: 
First, by refrain in g from adding 
tax es th at increase the cost of food; 
second, by 
encouraging distribution sy stems which cut over­ 
head 
and 
eliminate 
unnecessary middleman 
charges. Doing this makes it possible to pay far­ 
mers a fair price for their goods—and y et n ot to 
sting and ex ploit the consumer.
